Dbama’s $3.8T budget 
headrng to Cougress

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Obama administration on Sunday 
endorsed spending an additional $100 billion to attack painfully 
high unemployment as it prepared to send Congress a $3.8 trillion 
budget that would provide billions more to pull the country out 
of the Great Recession while increasing taxes on the wealthy and 
imposing a spending freeze on many government programs. 

White House spokesman Robert Gibbs said the administration 
believed “somewhere in the $100 billion range” would be the 
appropriate amount for a new jobs measure made up of a business 
tax credit to encourage hiring, increased infrastructure spending 
and money from the government’s bailout fund to get banks to 
increase loans to struggling small businesses.

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U.S. to consider local 
views on 9/11 trial location

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Obama administration said 
Sunday it would consider local 
opposition when deciding where 
to hold Sept. 11 terror trials and 
pledged to seek swift justice for 
the professed mastermind of the 
attacks. 

“Khalid Sheikh Mohammed is 
going to meet justice and he’s 
going to meet his maker,” said 
President Barack Obama’s press 
secretary, Robert Gibbs. “He 
will be brought to justice and 
he’s likely to be executed for the 
heinous crimes that he committed 
in killing and masterminding the 
killing of 3,000 Americans. That 
you can be sure of.” 

Objections from New York City 
officials and residents have 
intensified since the Justice 
Department announced late last 
year it planned to put Mohammed 
and other accused Sept. 11 
conspirators on trial in federal 
court in lower Manhattan.

Haiti detains Americans 
taking kids across border

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) — Ten U.S. Baptists were 
being held in the Haitian capital Sunday after trying to take 33 
children out of Haiti at a time of growing fears over possible child 
trafficking. 

The church members, most from Idaho, said they were trying to 
rescue abandoned and traumatized children. But officials said 
they lacked the proper documents when they were arrested Friday 
night in a bus along with earthquake survivors aged from 2 months 
to 12 years. 

The group said its “Haitian Orphan Rescue Mission” was an effort 
to help abandoned children by taking them to an orphanage 
across the border in the Dominican Republic.

In its new budget, the Obama 
administration is proposing 
a $200 million fund to help 
pay for security costs in 
cities hosting terrorist trials. 
White House aide David 
Axelrod said New York 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
and other city officials 
have changed their minds 
after initially supporting the 
decision for trials in the city, 
citing logistics and costs. 
“The president believes 
that we need to take into 
consideration what the local 
authorities are saying,” 
Axelrod said. “But he also 
believes ... that we ought 
to bring Khalid Sheikh 
Mohammad and all others 
who are involved in terrorist 
acts to justice swift and 
sure.” 

Safety and cost have been 
issues in the debate, but some 
officials also have questioned 


the administration’s legal 
strategy for using civilian 
courts for the suspects 
instead of military tribunals. 
Sen. Lamar Alexander, a 
Tennessee Republican, said 
the administration should 
shift the trials to military 
courts, which he said have 
been reviewed by Congress 
to ensure fairness. He and 
other Republicans have 
criticized officials for 
charging Nigerian Umar 
Farouk Abdulmutallab 
in civilian court in the 
Christmas airliner plot 
instead of turning him over 
to military authorities. 

“We have to make a 
distinction between a kid who 
breaks into a sandwich shop 
in Detroit and a Nigerian 
terrorist who wants to blow 
up an airplane flying into 
Detroit,” Alexander said. 
Sen. Evan Bayh, an Indiana 


Democrat, indicated he didn’t 
support the request for $200 
million for civilian trials, 
saying he favored trying 
terrorism suspects safely, 
quickly and inexpensively. 


“If there’s somewhere we can 
try them without spending 
that money, why spend the 
money? We’ve got a lot of 
other fiscal problems,” Bayh 
said. 


Gibbs spoke on CNN’s “State 
of the Union” while Axelrod 
appeared on NBC’s “Meet 
the Press.” Alexander and 
Bayh spoke on “Fox News 
Sunday.” 
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US military resuming Haiti medical flights

MIAMI (AP) — The U.S. 
military will resume bringing 
Haitian earthquake victims to 
the United States aboard its 
planes for medical treatment, 
ending a suspension that 
lasted several days, the White 
House said Sunday. 

The military had brought 
hundreds of critically injured 
Haitians to the United States 
aboard its planes before halting 
the flights on Wednesday. 
Since then, at least a handful 
of patients were flown on 
civilian aircraft, and other 
flights continued to carry 
U.S. citizens and other mostly 
non-injured passengers. 

Late Sunday, White House 
spokesman Tommy Vietor 
said the medical airlift was 
on track to resume by early 
Monday. The White House 
received assurances that 
additional medical capacity 
exists in the U.S. and among 
its international partners for 
the patients. 

“We determined that we can 
resume these critical flights,” 
Vietor said. “Patients are 
being identified for transfer, 
doctors are making sure that 
it is safe for them to fly, and 
we are preparing specific in¬ 
flight pediatric care aboard 
the aircraft where needed.” 
Exactly what led to the 
suspension of medical 
evacuation flights was 
unclear, though military 
officials had said some states 
refused to take patients. 
Officials in Florida, one of the 
main destinations for military 
flights leaving Haiti, say no 
patients were ever turned 
away. 

However, the suspension 
took effect after Florida Gov. 
Charlie Crist sent a letter 
Tuesday to Health and Human 
Services Secretary Kathleen 
Sebelius saying the state’s 
hospitals were reaching a 
saturation point. 


The letter also asked for 
federal help paying for 
patient expenses — a request 
Crist on Sunday said could 
have been misinterpreted. 
He also said federal officials 
have indicated he would 
receive help covering the 
costs, totaling more than $7 
million. 

Crist told ABC News’ “Good 
Morning America” on 
Sunday he was puzzled by the 
suspension. 

Military planes carrying 700 
U.S. citizens, legal residents 
and other foreign nationals 
landed in central Florida 
over the past 24 hours, and 
three of those people required 
medical care at hospitals, 
state officials said. However, 
Florida had not received 
any critical patients needing 
urgent care since the halt, said 
Sterling Ivey, the governor’s 
spokesman. 

“We’re welcoming Haitians 
with open arms and probably 
done more than any other state 
and are happy to continue to 
do so,” Crist said. 

Col. Rick Kaiser said Sunday 
that the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers has been asked to 
build a 250-bed tent hospital 
in Haiti to relieve pressure on 
facilities where earthquake 
victims are being treated 
under tarpaulins. 
Severalhospitalsin the Haitian 
capital of Port-au-Prince were 
damaged or destroyed in the 
Jan. 12 earthquake. 

U.S. Ambassador to Haiti 
Kenneth Merten said about 
435 earthquake victims had 
been evacuated before the 
suspension. 

Individual hospitals were 
still able to arrange private 
medical flights — such as 
one Sunday that brought 
three critically ill children to 
hospitals in Philadelphia. 

The Children’s Hospital of 
Philadelphia said the trio

arrived Sunday afternoon. 
One is a 5-year-old girl 
with tetanus, the second, 
a 14-month-old boy with 
pneumonia. The third, a 
baby suffering from severe 
bums from sun exposure 
after the quake, was 
transferred to another area 
hospital. 

Doctors have said the 
makeshift facilities in Haiti 
aren’t equipped to treat 
such critical conditions 
and warn that patients in 
similar condition could die 
if they aren’t treated in U.S. 
hospitals. 

Crist also has asked S ebelius 
for better coordination of 
the evacuations. 

The state had been relying 
on air traffic controllers at 
Miami International Airport 
to relay information about 
the evacuations because the 
U.S. military flights headed 
to the state without notice, 
David Halstead, the Florida 
Division of Emergency 
Management’s interim 
director, said Sunday. 

“The governor’s request 
is, ‘Just tell us a plan,”’ 
Halstead said.

the House in December but 
higher than an $83 billion 
proposal that surfaced last 
week in the Senate. 

Gibbs said it was important for 
Democrats and Republicans to 
put aside their differences to 
pass a bill that addresses jobs, 
the country’s No. 1 concern. 
“I think that would be a 
powerful signal to send to the 
American people,” Gibbs said 
in an appearance on CNN’s 
“State of the Union.” 

Job creation was a key theme 
of the budget President 
Barack Obama was sending 
Congress on Monday, a 
document designed, as was 
the president’s State of the 
Union address, to reframe 
his young presidency after a 
protracted battle over health 


care damaged his standing 
in public opinion polls and 
contributed to a series of 
Democratic election defeats. 
Obama’s $3.8 trillion spending 
plan for the 2011 budget year 
that begins Oct. 1 attempts to 
navigate between the opposing 
goals of pulling the country 
out of a deep recession and 
dealing with a budget deficit 
that soared to an all-time high 
of $1.42 trillion last year. 

The Congressional Budget 
Office is forecasting that the 
deficit for the current budget 
year will be only slightly 
lower, $1.35 trillion, and the 
flood of red ink will remain 
massive for years to come, 
raising worries among voters 
and the foreign investors who 
buy much of the country’s 
debt. 

On the anti-recession front, 
congressional sources said 


Obama’s new budget will 
propose extending the popular 
Making Work Pay middle- 
class tax breaks of $400 per 
individual and $800 per couple 
through 2011. They were due 
to expire after this year. 

The budget will also propose 
$250 payments to Social 
Security recipients to bolster 
their finances in a year when 
they are not receiving the 
normal cost-of-living boost to 
their benefit checks because of 
low inflation. Obama will also 
seek a $25 billion increase in 
payments to help recession- 
battered states. 

Obama’s new budget will set 
off months of debate in the 
Democratically controlled 
Congress, especially in 
an election year in which 
Republicans are hoping to use 
attacks against government 
overspending to gain seats. 
Obama has argued that he 
inherited a deficit of more than 
$1 trillion and was forced to 
increase spending to stabilize 
the financial system and 
combat the worst recession 
since the 1930s. 

Obama’s new budget was 
expected to repeat many of 
the themes of his first budget. 
But in a bow to worries 
over the soaring deficits, the 
administration is proposing a 
three-year freeze on spending 
for a wide swath of domestic 
government agencies. 

Military, veterans, homeland 
security and big benefit 
programs such as Social 
Security and Medicare, which 
provides health care coverage 
to the elderly, would not feel 
the pinch. 

The freeze would affect $447 
billion in spending and is 
designed to save $250 billion 
over a decade. However, it 
would not fall equally on all 
domestic agencies. Some 
would see budget cuts to free 
up spending for programs 
the administration wants to 
expand such as education and 
civilian research efforts. 
NASA’s mission to return 


astronauts to the moon would 
be grounded with the space 
agency instead getting an 
additional $5.9 billion over 
five years to encourage private 
companies to build, launch and 
operate their own spacecraft 
for the benefit of NASA and 
others. NASA would pay the 
private companies to carry 
U.S. astronauts. 

Obama’s budget repeats 
his recommendations for 
an overhaul of the nation’s 
health care system, the fight 
that dominated his first year 
in office. It proposes to get 
billions of dollars in savings 
from the Medicare program 
and again seeks increased taxes 
on the wealthy by limiting 
the benefits they receive 
from various tax deductions. 
Both ideas have met strong 
resistance in Congress. 

Gibbs insisted Sunday that 
the president’s push for health 
care was “still inside the 5- 
yard line,” which in American 
football means a team is close 
to scoring a touchdown. But 
Senate Republican leader 
Mitch McConnell, also 
appearing on CNN, said the 
public was overwhelmingly 
against the bill and the 
administration should “put it 
on the shelf, go back and start 
over.” 

In addition to the freeze on 
discretionary nonsecurity 
spending, Obama is proposing 


to boost revenues by allowing 
the Bush administration tax 
cuts of 2001 and 2003 to 
expire at the end of this year 
for families making more than 
$250,000 annually. Tax relief 
for those less well-off would 
be extended. 

The new Obama budget will 
also include a proposal to levy 
a fee on the country’s biggest 
banks to raise an estimated 
$90 billion to recover losses 
from the government’s $700 
billion financial rescue fund. 
Those losses are not expected 
to come from the bank 
bailouts but from the support 
extended to General Motors 
and Chrysler and insurance 
giant American International 
Group as well as help provided 
to homeowners struggling to 
avoid foreclosures. 

Also on the deficit front, 
the president has endorsed a 
pay-as-you-go proposal that 
passed the Senate last week. 
It would require any new tax 
cuts or entitlement spending 
increases to be paid for, and 
he has promised to create a 
commission to recommend 
by year’s end ways to trim 
the deficits. However, a 
legislatively mandated panel 
was rejected in a Senate 
vote last week. Republicans 
opposed establishing the panel 
because it might recommend 
tax increases to close the 
deficit. 
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Palin’s shadow hangs 
over Alaska ethics debate

JUNEAU, Alaska - The 
fallout from Sarah Palin’s 
hasty retreat as governor is 
being cleaned up by the man 
she appointed attorney general 
in her waning days in office. 
Attorney General Dan Sullivan 
has proposed broad changes 
to Alaska’s ethics rules that 
Palin complained helped 
drive her out. One Sullivan 
recommendation that might 
sound familiar: Setting ethical 
standards for spouses and kids 
to travel with the governor or 
lieutenant governor at taxpayer 
expense. 

Another would implement an 
opinion he issued in August, 
that the state could pay 
legal fees executive branch 
officials rack up fighting 
ethics complaints, if the 
official is exonerated by an 
attorney general, independent 
investigator or by the state 
Personnel Board, whose 
members are appointed by the 
governor. 

Sullivan’s proposals are on 
track to take effect after a 
review of public comments 
unless the legislature passes 
superseding law. The 
prospects for that happening 

— in an election year, with 
many Alaskans worried about 
job losses and energy prices 

— appear dim. 

While ethics is an important 
issue, “It’s not going to be 
very high on my laundry list 
of state issues to address,” 
said Rep. Jay Ramras, R- 
Fairbanks, whose Judiciary 
Committee would be where 
any ethics bills might land. 

“I think a lot of these issues 
... would benefit from the 
passage of time, and likely 
are better issues for the (next) 
Legislature to take up,” said 
Ramras, who often found 
himself at odds with Palin. 
He said he wants to focus his 
limited committee time on 
anti-crime measures. 

But at least one lawmaker 
believes any change to the 
ethics code should come from 
the Legislature, rather than 


from a political appointee. 
Rep. Max Gruenberg, D- 
Anchorage, has introduced 
legislation with some 

provisions similar to 

Sullivan’s for travel and 
legal fee reimbursement. He 
would like the state to put off 
implementation of Sullivan’s 
plan, pending legislative 
action. 

None of Sullivan’s proposals 
would retroactively benefit 
Palin, according to the state’s 
ethics attorney. But they do 
speak directly to complaints 
raised during her tumultuous 
two-and-a-half years in office, 
and are aimed at clearing up 
gray areas and, according to 
Sullivan, discouraging abuse. 
There is also a sense that some 
of this is simply cleaning the 
slate of all Palin’s issues. 

By the time she was named the 
Republican vice presidential 
nominee in the summer of 
2008, she’d already rocked 
the political boat at home. She 
shunned the capital city, burned 
bridges with the political 
establishment and had an at¬ 
tunes prickly relationship 
with lawmakers — a situation 
that only worsened when she 
returned to Juneau for the 
2009 legislative session. 

Her emergence on the national 
political scene prompted 
a flood of public records 
requests, the volume of which 
state officials hadn’t seen 
before and are still working to 
fulfill, and set off a flurry of 
ethics complaints. 

More than 20 complaints were 
filed against her with all but 
two, related to travel and a 
legal defense fund, dismissed, 
said her personal attorney, 
Thomas Van Flein. 

While the defense fund issue 
is still pending, the travel 
complaint, related to Palin 
charging the state when her 
kids traveled with her, was 
settled, with Palin agreeing 
to reimburse the state for 
some questionable costs. 
The investigator’s finding, 
that there is little in state 
rules to determine ethical 


travel standards for the first 
family, gave rise to Sullivan’s 
proposal that a family member 
can tag along at state cost if 
his or her presence is required 
for state business or otherwise 
“benefits the state.” 

Palin cited the probes’ 
financial and psychological 
toll as key in her decision to 
resign. Her legal bills have run 
into the hundreds of thousands. 
Disclosed costs incurred by the 
state have neared $370,000. 
Van Flein said the ethics law 
is meant to address and should 
focus on “open and flagrant 
ethical lapses in the state and 
corruption” — not on what he 
considers frivolous complaints, 
such as one dismissed against 
Palin that accused her of 
promoting her husband’s 
sponsor in a snowmobile race 
by wearing a company logo 
jacket to the start. 

At least two legislators, 
including one Democrat, 
are supporting measures 
to bar those lodging ethics 
complaints from taking their 
charges public. If they do, 
their complaints would be 
dismissed. The lawmakers 
said the proposal would 
reduce the frivolous or 
partisan complaints that they 
say besieged Palin. 

“You want to make political 
points against Sarah Palin? 
Hire a hall,” said Rep. Mike 
Doogan, an Anchorage 
Democrat and former 
journalist. “Don’t make the 
state of Alaska your soapbox. 
... This is really about what’s 
right here, for anybody who 
finds themselves in that 
situation.” 

Anchorage resident Andree 
McLeod, who’s filed numerous 
complaints against Palin, 
believes each had merit. 

“This is the only avenue I have 
to address the misconduct of 
government officials,” she 
said, adding that lawmakers 
are “totally out of line” if they 
believe any of her complaints 
were politically motivated.

“In this chaos the government 
is in right now, we were just 
trying to do the right thing,” the 
group’s spokeswoman, Laura 
Silsby, told The Associated 
Press at the judicial police 
headquarters in the capital, 
where the Americans were 
being held pending a Monday 
hearing before a judge. No 
charges had been filed. 

The children, some of them 
sick and dehydrated, were 
taken to an orphanage run 
by Austrian-based SOS 
Children’s Villages, which 
was trying to find their 
parents or close relatives, said 
a spokesman there, George 
Willed. 

“One child, an 8- or 9-year- 
old, said she thought she was 
going to some sort of summer 
or vacation camp in the 
Dominican Republic,” Willed 
said. 

The Baptist group planned to 
scoop up 100 kids and take 
them by bus to a 45-room hotel 


at Cabarete, a beach resort in 
the Dominican Republic, that 
they were converting into an 
orphanage, Silsby told the 
AP. 

Whether they realized it or 
not, these Americans — the 
first known to be taken into 
custody since the Jan. 12 
quake — put themselves in 
the middle of a firestorm in 
Haiti, where government 
leaders have suspended 
adoptions amid fears that 
parentless or lost children are 
more vulnerable than ever to 
child trafficking. 

The quake apparently 
orphaned many children 
and left others separated 
from parents, adding to the 
difficulty of helping children 
in need while preventing 
exploitation of them. 

While many legitimate 
adoption agencies and 
orphanages operate in Haiti, 
often run by religious groups, 
the intergovernmental 

International Organization for 
Migration reported in 2007 
that bogus adoption agencies 


in Haiti were offering children 
to rich Haitians and foreigners 
in return for processing fees 
reaching US$10,000. 


Silsby said her group, 
including members from 
Texas and Kansas, paid no 
money for the children, whom 


she said they obtained from 
a Haitian pastor named Jean 
Sanbil of the Sharing Jesus 
Ministries. 

Silsby, 40, of Boise, Idaho, 
was asked if she didn’t 
consider it naive to cross 
the border without adoption 
papers at a time when Haitians 
are so concerned about child 
trafficking. “By no means are 
we any part of that. That’s 
exactly what we are trying to 
combat,” she said. 

She said she hadn’t been 
following news reports while 
in Haiti. 

Social Affairs Minister Yves 
Cristallin told the AP that the 
Americans were suspected 
of taking part in an illegal 
adoption scheme. 

Some members of the Central 
Valley Baptist Church in 
Meridian, Idaho, wept on 
Sunday as Pastor Clint 
Henry reported the team had 
been detained and asked for 
prayers.

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Russian police break up protests, scores detained

MOSCOW (AP) — Russian police broke 

up anti-Kremlin protests in Moscow and St. 

Petersburg on Sunday, and detained more 

than 100 demonstrators, including several 

opposition leaders. 

In Moscow, several hundred demonstrators 
gathered in a central square, defying a ban 
imposed by authorities. The protesters said 
their rally was banned in violation of the 
Russian constitution’s guarantee of the right 
to gather. 

They denounced the policies of President 
Dmitry Medvedev and his predecessor and 
mentor Vladimir Putin, who continues to 
wield broad powers as Russia’s powerful 
prime minister. 

Protesters shouted “Shame!” and “Down with 
Putin!” as Moscow police in riot gear pushed 
them into buses. Several dozen protesters were 
detained, including opposition leaders Boris 
Nemtsov, Eduard Limonov, Ilya Yashin, and 
the head of the Memorial rights group, Oleg 
Orlov. 

Police spokesman Viktor Biryukov said about 
300 people took part in the Moscow rally and 


about 100 were detained. 

Police quickly dispersed a similar rally in St. 
Petersburg, detaining most of several dozen 
protesters who gathered on a downtown 
Nevsky Prospect. Some of the demonstrators 
were beaten with truncheons. 

Protests also were held Sunday in 
Yekaterinburg, Russia’s third-largest city, 
in the Ural Mountains; in Krasnoyarsk in 
central Siberia; and in the far eastern port of 
Vladivostok. Police didn’t move to break them 
up, according to Ekho Moskvy radio. 

Similar opposition demonstrations were held 
in Moscow on the last days of July, August and 
October. The timing is a nod to the 31 st Article 
of the Russian constitution, which guarantees 
the right of assembly. 

Each time, the city authorities banned the 
rallies, saying that some other events would be 
held in the area on that day. 

Sunday’s protest in Moscow attracted more 
participants than previous rallies. Opposition 
leaders said they hope an even larger number 
will attend a protest on the last day of March. 
Russian authorities have shown little tolerance 
of dissent, banning most opposition rallies and 
sending riot police to detain protesters.

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13 young students killed 
at party In Mexico border

CIUDAD JUAREZ, Mexico 
(AP) — Armed men stormed 
a party in this violent Mexican 
border city, killing 13 high 
school and college students 
in what witnesses said they 
thought was an attack prompted 
by false information. 

About two dozen teens and 
young adults were hospitalized 
after the late Saturday assault 
in Ciudad Juarez, a drug cartel- 
plagued city which is one of 
the deadliest in the world. 
Grieving witnesses and family 
members told The Associated 
Press on Sunday they thought 
the victims, mostly residents 
of the housing complex where 
the attack occurred, had no 
ties to drug traffickers. 

“It must have been a huge 
mistake,” said Martha Lujan, 
who lives at the housing 
complex. 


The young adults had gathered 
to watch a boxing match, 
Lujan said, when two trucks 
pulled up loaded with armed 
men who opened fire. 

Ten people were killed at the 
scene and other three died at 
local hospitals, Chihuahua 
State Attorney Patricia 
Gonzales said. 

The bodies of the victims, 
whose ages ranged from 15 
to 20, lay scattered around 
the house where the attack 
happened. 

A witness to the attacks said 
he was just outside when the 
gunfire broke out. Hector, 
who only gave his first name 
because he feared retaliation, 
said the party was an 
innocuous gathering of friends 
who must have been targeted 
incorrectly. 

“I think there was some 


confusion,” he said. “We’re 
seeking justice.” 

Ciudad Juarez, a city of 1.3 
million people just across the 
border from El Paso, Texas, 
is home to several drug cartel 
bosses who are battling for 
turf as thousands of troops 
and federal police try to stop 
them. 

More than 2,250 people were 
killed there last year alone. 
Violence also rocked the 
oceanside Mexican community 
of Lazaro Cardenas overnight. 
Police in the southwestern city 
said that just after midnight 
Saturday, about 20 heavily 
armed gunmen riding in trucks 
with tinted windows attacked 
a police station with grenades 
and assault rifles, killing a 
police officer and two civilians 
— a mother and her son who 
had come to pay a fine. 


Also early Sunday morning, 
three women and two men, all 
identified as Mexican citizens, 
were murdered while driving 
in their van with California 
license plates near the western 
Mexican city of Navolato. 


The bodies of the five victims, 
including a 16-year-old girl, 
were found riddled with 
bullets, said Martin Gastelum, 
attorney general for the state 
of Sinaloa, where Navolato is 
located.

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Pakistan Investigates report Taliban chief Is dead

ISLAMABAD (AP) — The 
Pakistani government was 
investigating reports Sunday 
that Pakistani Taliban leader 
Hakimullah Mehsud died from 
injuries sustained in a U.S. 
drone missile strike launched 
in mid-January after he helped 
orchestrate a deadly bombing 
against the CIA in Afghanistan. 
Mehsud’s predecessor was killed 
in a missile strike less than 
six months ago, and inflicting 
another blow to the militant 
group’s leadership would be 
an important success for both 
Pakistan and the U.S. 

The U.S. unleashed more than a 
dozen drone strikes in the month 
following the Dec. 30 suicide 
bombing against the CIA in 
Afghanistan, and Mehud’s death 
would be further proof of the 
ability of the unmanned aircraft 
to target Taliban and al-Qaida 
leaders holed up in Pakistan’s 
lawless tribal areas. 

Pakistani government officials 
said they were investigating 
whether Mehsud was mortally 
wounded in one of those strikes 
after state television reported 
that he died in Orakzai, an area 
in Pakistan’s tribal region where 
he was supposedly being treated 
for his injuries. 

“We have these reports coming to 
us,” army spokesman Gen. Athar 
Abbas told The Associated Press. 
“We are investigating whether it 
is true or wrong.” 

Interior Minister Rehman Malik 
said the state TV report relied 
on “local sources” in Orakzai 
that the government could not 
confirm. 

“But the local tribal elders there 
and the local population say that 
he has been buried,” Malik told 
ARY News TV. 

A tribal elder told the AP that 
he attended Mehsud’s funeral 
in the Mamuzai area of Orakzai 
on Thursday, after Mehsud died 
at his in-laws’ home. The elder 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
for fear of retribution from the 
Taliban. 

Pakistani intelligence officials 
had said that Mehsud was 
targeted in a U.S. drone strike 
against a meeting of militant 
commanders in South Waziristan 
on Jan. 14, triggering rumors that 
he had been injured or killed. 
Mehsud issued an audio tape after 
the strike directly denying the 
rumors, and his voice sounded 
strong. But Pakistani intelligence 
officials told the AP on Sunday 
that they had confirmation that 
the Taliban chief’s legs and 
abdomen were wounded in the 
strike. 

The officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity because they were 
not authorized to talk to the 
media. 


Pakistani Taliban officials were 
not immediately available for 
comment, but low-level fighters 
have dismissed rumors of 
Mehsud’s death in recent days as 
propaganda. 

The drone strike that targeted 
Mehsud came after he appeared in 
a video beside the Jordanian man 
who killed seven CIA employees 
in a suicide bombing at a remote 
base in Afghanistan. The bomber, 
Humam Khalil Abu-Mulal al- 
Balawi, said he carried out the 
attack in retribution for the death 
of former Pakistani Taliban leader 
Baitullah Mehsud in a U.S. drone 
strike last August. 

The U.S. refuses to talk about the 
covert CIA-run drone program in 
Pakistan, but officials have said 
privately that the strikes have 
killed several senior Taliban and 
al-Qaida leaders. 

Pakistani officials publicly 
protest the strikes as violations 
of the country’s sovereignty, but 
U.S. officials say privately they 
support the program, especially 
when it targets militants like 
Mehsud who the government 
believes are a threat to the state. 
Mehsud, who has the reputation 
as a particularly ruthless militant, 
took over leadership of the 
Pakistani Taliban soon after 
Baitullah Mehsud’s death. 

The 28 year-old militant leader 
has focused most of his attacks 
against targets inside Pakistan, 
but his men have also been 
blamed for attacking U.S. and 
NATO supply convoys traveling 
through the country en route to 
Afghanistan. 

Hakimullah Mehsud first 
appeared in public to journalists 
in November 2008, when he 
offered to take reporters in 
Orakzai on a ride in a U.S. 
Humvee taken from a supply 
truck headed to Afghanistan. 
He was the Pakistani Taliban’s 
regional commander in the 
Orakzai, Khyber and Mohmand 
tribal areas before taking over 
the organization. 

He has taken responsibility for 
a wave of brazen strikes inside 
Pakistan, including the bombing 
of the Pearl Continental hotel in 
the northwestern city of Peshawar 
last June and the attack on the Sri 
Lankan cricket team in Lahore 
earlier that year. There is a 50 
million rupee ($590,000) bounty 
on his head. 

The Pakistani Taliban stepped 
up its attacks after the army 
invaded its stronghold of South 
Waziristan in mid-October. More 
than 600 people have been killed 
in attacks throughout the country 
since the ground offensive was 
launched. 

Pakistani officials have said 
some of the militants have fled 
to neighboring North Waziristan, 
an area dominated by groups 
launching cross-border attacks 


against U.S. and NATO troops in 
Afghanistan. 

The government struck deals 
with the leaders of two of those 
groups, Gul Bahadur and Maulvi 
Nazir, before the army invaded 
South Waziristan, promising 
not to target the militants if they 
stayed on the sidelines. 

An umbrella group that 
includes the two militants and 
the Pakistani Taliban issued a 
pamphlet in North Waziristan on 
Sunday accusing the government 
of violating the agreement and 
warning it would trigger a major 
war if it launched any kind of 
military operation in the area. 
The pamphlet issued by the 
Shura-e-Ittehad-ul-Muj ahedeen, 
or United Council of Holy 
Warriors, said the government 
violated the agreement in various 
ways, including by creating 
a network of spies in North 
Waziristan who help the U.S. kill 
militants in drone attacks. 

“We have tolerated all sorts of 
mistreatment, but now we are 
not going to accept any kind of 
military operation in even our 
smallest area,” said the pamphlet, 
a copy of which was obtained by 
the AP. 

The Pakistani army has said it 
cannot launch another major 
operation for at least six months, 
but it has carried out two strikes 
in North Waziristan in the past 
two weeks.

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Problems at Toyota, JAI taint Japan lnc.’s imago

TOKYO - Toyota is the latest 
Japanese corporate icon making 
headlines for all the wrong 
reasons. 

News of the automaker’s massive 
vehicle recalls over faulty gas 
pedals in the U.S. came just days 
after Japan Airlines, a once proud 
flag carrier, filed for bankruptcy, 
saddled with billions in debt. 

Sony has lost its lead in consumer 
gadgets to the likes of Apple Inc. 
and has suffered its own quality 
mishaps. Honda, Japan’s No. 2 
automaker, is recalling 646,000 
cars worldwide because of a 
faulty window switch. 

Taken together, Japan Inc.’s stellar 
reputation for quality has taken a 
hit — just as China is about to 
overtake it as the world’s No. 2 
economy and rising South Korean 
companies compete ever more 
aggressively. 

What went wrong with the 
economic giant that arose from 
the ashes of World War II? 

The problems that confront 
Toyota, Sony and JAL differ, but 
experts say their struggles have 


some common themes: the perils 
of global expansion, a tendency 
to embrace the status quo, and 
smugness bred from success or a 
too-big-to-fail mentality. 
“Arrogance andsome complacency 
came into play, driven by the idea 
that their ranking as No. 1 producer 
of quality goods wasn’t at risk,” 
said Kirby Daley, a veteran Tokyo 
trader who is now chief strategist 
at Newedge Group, a financial 
services firm in Hong Kong. 

The global economic crisis helped 
to expose weaknesses, he said. 
“There was nowhere to hide.” 
Added to the mix for Toyota and 
Sony is intense competition from 
upstarts in South Korea, China 
and elsewhere in Asia. 

“They can offer products as good 
as Japanese at much lower cost, 
even though quality of Japanese 
products is on the decline,” said 
Shinichi Ichikawa, chief strategist 
at investment bank Credit Suisse. 
Some new Asian rivals, 
particularly in electronics, learned 
their techniques from Japanese 
operations set up around the 
region. 

Cutting costs to stay competitive 


while meeting growing demand, 
Toyota, Sony and others 
compromised on quality control 
as they tried to reach ever-larger 
sales targets, analysts say. 

Toyota adopted the practice of 
using the same part across a range 
of models — saving vast sums 
of money but exposing itself to 
the risk that even a small defect 
could cause global mayhem for 
the company. 

It also faced difficulties ensuring 
quality as its global sales 
expanded rapidly, reaching 8.9 
million vehicles in 2008, when 
it displaced General Motors as 
the world’s biggest automaker. 
Experts say its growth outpaced 
management’s ability to anticipate 
looming problems. 

The result: recalls of more than 
7 million vehicles in the U.S., 
Europe and China for problems 
with their accelerators and floor 
mats, and the suspension last 
week of U.S. sales and production 
of eight models including the 
Camry, America’s top-selling car. 
It’s a “terrible blow” for Toyota 
because its identity is so closely 
linked to quality and the company 


seemed slow to recognize 
the problems, said Kenneth 
Grossberg, a marketing professor 
at Waseda University who has 
lived in Japan for 16 years. 

“This is the company of zero 
defects,” he said. “How could 
such a major fault get past 
them? It violates their operating 
principle.” 

As far back as March 2007, 
Toyota started getting reports 
of gas pedals being slow to 
rise after being stepped on. 
Engineers fixed the problem 
in the Tundra pickup early in 
2008, but troubles persisted in 
other models, eventually leading 
Toyota to announce massive 
recalls for the accelerator and 
floor mats that could trap the gas 
pedal. 

Grossberg said a common 
problem at Japanese companies 
is “group think” that makes it 
hard for an individual to raise a 
troublesome issue. 

“It either falls flat and people 
ignore it, or it creates a problem 
for the individual who brings it 
up,” he said. 

Sony started facing problems 
after it misjudged several critical 
market trends. 

It was slow to predict the switch 
to LCD televisions and fell 
behind South Korea’s Samsung 
Electronics Co., which zoomed 
ahead to become a market 
leader. 

Content with the success of the 
Walkman, the portable music 
player that became a global hit 
in the 1980s. Sony was slow to 
jump into digital players. It has 
been hammered by Apple’s iPod, 
as well as by cheaper gadgets 
and consumer electronics from 


other Asian competitors. 

With Sony’s empire sprawling 
into finance, movies and other 
businesses, some analysts said 
the corporation was losing its 
focus. In 2006, it recalled nearly 
10 million laptop batteries after 
some caught on fire. 

The company is still losing 
money even as CEO Howard 
Stringer wins praise for taking it 
back to basics. 

At Japan Airlines, problems had 
festered for decades but were 
repeatedly papered over because 
of Japan’s reluctance to let major 
companies go under. 

It became the victim of its 
own ambitions when risky 
investments in foreign resorts 
and hotels went bad after Japan’s 
property and stock bubble burst 
in the early 1990s. Bloated 
pension and payroll costs, as well 
as a network of unprofitable but 
politically necessary domestic 
routes, led to government 
bailouts. 

JAL had a good reputation for 
comfortable travel, but its lavish 
running costs had “generally 
been something of an industry 
joke,” said Peter Harbison of the 
Sydney-based Centre for Asia 
Pacific Aviation. 

Quality, too, eventually proved 
problematic: A spate of safety 
lapses tarnished JAL’s image, 
and its rival, All Nippon Airways 
Co., benefited. 

And while filing for bankruptcy 
with $25.6 billion in debt was an 
embarrassment, analysts expect 
JAL to slim down and emerge 
healthier. 

Toyota, too, will bounce back, 
they say. 


Selling on good news means 
trouble is brewing

NEW YORK - It’s the spoiled brat market. 
Dozens of companies this past month posted 
blow-out earnings but instead of being thankful, 
investors stomped their feet and sold. The result: 
The Dow Jones industrial average fell 3.5 percent 
in January, the worst month for stocks since the 
depths of the bear market last year. 

Investors want more, and they want it now. 

One explanation for this surprising ingratitude 
is that they already had bid up stocks to a level 
that assumed very good profits. So when those 
expectations were met this past month, well, 
investors were less than impressed and decided 
to cash out. 

Or maybe fear is driving the selling, too. 

Dennis Delafield, co-manager of the $700 
million Delafield Fund, says investors are finally 
realizing what everyone else has already figured 
out: The recovery won’t be strong. 

“Consumers are struggling, unemployment is 
high and people aren’t able to use their homes 
to raise money,” says Delafield, whose fund has 
returned an average 11.8 percent annually in 10 
years. “Growth will be moderate and investors 
are worried.” 

One sign of that worry: The VIX, a gauge of 
expected volatility of Standard & Poor’s 500 
stocks, jumped 53 percent to 27.3 in the trading 


week ended Jan. 22. That’s nowhere near the 

89.5 it peaked at in October 2008 but was still 
above its historical average of 18-20. 

In the past week, this so-called fear index fell to 

24.6 but there still were signs all was not well. 
On Thursday, Microsoft Corp. reported profits 
jumped 60 percent last quarter. Instead of cheers, 
it got boos. Investors wanted to see higher sales 
to business customers from the software giant, 
and so they dumped shares. 

Overreaction? Let’s hope so. 

Investors consider Microsoft a sort of leading 
economic indicator, figuring that computer 
makers will only buy from the company if they’re 
optimistic about sales themselves. 

The actual numbers on the economy released last 
week only added to the confusion. 

On Wednesday, the government reported new 
home sales plunged 7.6 percent in December. 
The next day it said durable goods orders for that 
month came in below expectations. 

On Friday came a whopper: Gross domestic 
product rose a surprising 5.7 percent in the fourth 
quarter. 

The market slipped anyway. Companies that were 
rebuilding their inventories during the final three 
months of the year contributed heavily to that 
blip up, and investors believe that the quarter’s 
fast rate of growth cannot be sustained. 



































Federer wins 16th major, prolongs British drought

MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AP) — Roger Federer felt 
awkward for a moment, 
celebrating his 16th Grand 
Slam title while Andy Murray 
cried for Britain. 

Federer timed his run to 
perfection at the season’s first 
major, beating fifth-seeded 
Murray 6-3, 6-4, 7-6 (11) 
in the Sunday night final to 
collect his fourth Australian 
Open title. 

This time last year, Federer 
was sobbing after a five- 
set loss to Rafael Nadal 
at Melbourne Park. He’d 
missed a chance to equal Pete 
Sampras’ record of 14 Grand 
Slams, compounding an 
emotional few weeks. 

In the intervening period, 
he has won on clay at the 
French Open to complete a

career Grand Slam of all four 
majors and equal the Sampras 
record. Then he regained his 
Wimbledon crowd to get the 
record in his own right at 15. 
He also became a father of 
twins. 

This time, Murray was on the 
verge of tears after missing 
a chance to become the first 
British man since 1936 to win 
a major. 

The pressure on the 22-year- 
old Scot had intensified after 
he’d beaten Nadal in the 
quarterfinals. 

“I thought he was actually 
doing fine until he told me, 
T think there will be some 
tears,”’ Federer said of 
Murray. “I’m like, ‘Don’t 
worry, it will be all right. ’ And 
he actually did.

Rahlves goes down 
hard in Winter K 
Games wreck 


ASPEN, Colorado (AP) — 
U.S. Olympic freestyle skier 
Daron Rahlves dislocated his 
right hip after a nasty wreck 
in his opening skicross race 
Sunday at the Winter X 
Games. 

The injury is a setback as 
Rahlves prepares to compete 
in Vancouver, but a doctor 
who checked him out at the 
scene was optimistic after 
the crash that resulted in 
the 36-year-old’s fourth hip 
dislocation. 

“People who have multiple 
hip dislocations, the tissues 
get so loose and go in and 
out and it doesn’t cause so 
much damage,” said Dr. 
Kevin Stone, who looked 
in on Rahlves after the 
wreck. “Hopefully, that’s the 
situation here and hopefully 


he can come back quickly.” 
A few hours after the 
accident, X Games officials 
said the hip had been popped 
back into place, and that 
Rahlves was putting pressure 
on it. He was released from 
the hospital late Sunday 
afternoon. 

Rahlves, a former Alpine 
skier, qualified for his fourth 
Olympic team this year and 
was using the X Games as a 
final tuneup before the trip to 
Vancouver. 

In his opening race, though, 
he lost his balance while 
going over a series of small 
bumps midway down the 
mountain and went flying off 
the course. 

Earlier in the week, 
America’s other skicross 
Olympian, Casey Puckett,

Colts: Freeney recovering 
from low ankle sprain

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. - The Indianapolis Colts 
insist Pro Bowl defensive end Dwight Freeney has a low 
ankle sprain, not a torn ligament, and that he remains 
questionable for next weekend’s Super Bowl. 

Team spokesman Craig Kelley said Sunday night Freeney 
was being treated in Florida for a basketball-type injury, 
nothing more. 

“He is under the care of our athletic training staff,” Kelley 
said. “Nothing we have seen changes our diagnosis that 
he is questionable. He has a third-degree, low basketball 
sprain.” 

That would appear to be better news than what team 
president Bill Polian calls the “dreaded” high-ankle 
sprain, which can keep players out for about six weeks. 
Earlier Sunday, ESPN.com reported that Freeney had tom 
a ligament, which would make it “difficult” for Freeney 
to play Sunday against New Orleans. 

The Colts have been concerned about Freeney since the 
former league sacks champion injured his right ankle with 
about 2 minutes left in last week’s AFC championship 
game. He pulled up short of New York Jets quarterback 
Mark Sanchez on a pass msh, hopped for a couple of 
steps and then limped off the field.

“In a way it was hard to 
watch, but at the same time I 
like seeing players who care 
for the game. It’s nice to see, 
you know. So you wish only 
the best for him.” 

Federer enjoys making 
history. This was his 22nd 
Grand Slam final, his 18th 
in the last 19. He compared 
this triumph with his win last 
year at Wimbledon, when he 
earned the record for most 
majors in his own right. 

“This felt similar in a way, 
because all of a sudden it was 
over and it hit me,” he said. “It 
was very much a rollercoaster 
with the emotions. I guess the 
match point was over, and I 
was like, 6 Oh, my God, this is 
it. It was great.” 

Murray was on the verge of 
tears, drawing deep breaths 
as he apologized for failing to 
end a 74-year-old drought for 
British men. 

“F irstly, congratulations 


Roger, his achievements in 
tennis are incredible,” he said. 
“He was a lot better than me 
tonight. 

“Hopefully, one time I can 
come back and win here,” he 
added, his voice breaking. “I 
got great support back home 
the last couple of weeks. Sorry 
I couldn’t do it for you tonight 
but...” 

Murray could barely finish 
his thank you, explaining: “I 
can cry like Roger; it’s just a 
shame I can’t play like him.” 
Federer, who had to be 
consoled by Nadal last 
year, offered Murray some 
reassurance. 

“Well done for your incredible 
tournament; you played 
it fantastic,” Federer said. 
“You’re too good of a player 
not to win a Grand Slam, so 
don’t worry about it.” 

Federer dropped serve only 
twice in the match and hit 46 
winners. He said he felt as 
good as ever. 

“I’m over the moon winning 
this again. I think I played 
some of my best tennis in my

life these last two weeks,” he 
said. 

Federer saved five set points 
and wasted two match points 
in the tiebreaker with some 
uncharacteristic shot selection 
before clinching it when 
Murray netted a backhand 
after 2 hours, 41 minutes. 
Murray was desperate to 
become the first British man 
since Fred Perry in 1936 to win 
one of the four tennis majors, 
but seldom had the answers 
to Federer’s unrivaled finals 
experience. He set a record for 
British men just by reaching 
two major finals in the Open 
era. 

“I don’t feel great,” Murray 
said. “I think it was more 
the way the end of the match 
finished ... Obviously, it was 
pretty emotional end to the 
match. 

“If it was a complete blowout, 
if I lost 3, 4, and 2, you know, 
it probably wouldn’t have 
happened. But I had my chance 
to get back into the match. 
That was probably why I was 
upset.” 

Federer also beat Murray in 
straight sets in the 2008 U.S. 
Open final, the only previous 
meeting between the pair at a 
Grand Slam. 

Murray still holds a 6-5 
advantage over Federer in 
career head-to-heads — one 
of only four players who can 
boast such an advantage — but 
has lost the last three. 


Last year, Federer had just 
discovered — unknown 
widely at the time — that he 
was to be the father of twins. 
The emotions bubbled over 
after his loss to Nadal. But he 
recovered from that defeat to 
win at the French Open. 

He won Wimbledon before 
his twin daughters were bom. 
Federer reached his fourth 
Grand Slam final of the year 
at the U.S. Open, only to lose 
in an upset to Juan Martin del 
Potro. 

Federer ensured no recurrence 
of the upset here, though, 
adding the 2010 title to his 
wins at Melbourne Park in 
2004, 2006 and ‘07, becoming 
only the fifth man to win four 
Australian titles. 

American Andre Agassi, who 
won the last of his four here 
in 2003, was the last father to 
win a Grand Slam title. 

“It’s also very special the 
first Grand Slam as a father,” 
Federer said as his wife, 
Mirka, smiled and clapped 
from the stands, almost crying 
herself. “You get the best out 
of me.” 

Federer got on top early, 
taking a 2-0 lead. But Murray 
broke back immediately with 
consecutive passing shots — 
one which the Swiss star even 
had to applaud. 

Federer had to save three break 
points in the fifth game before 
holding with back-to-back 
aces. He then broke Murray 


in the eighth game, lifting his 
intensity in perfect time so that 
he could serve for the set. 
Federer dominated the second 
set after breaking Murray’s 
serve in the third game, but 
his intensity dropped slightly 
in the third. 

Murray pounced, taking a 5- 
2 lead before Federer rallied 
again, winning four of the 
next five games to force the 
tiebreaker. 

After saving three set points, 
Federer missed his first chance 
to finish it off when his curling 
forehand just missed the line. 
His unusual decision to try a 
drop shot at 10-9 backfired 
when Murray surged to the 
net and put a winner over 
Federer’s head. 

The Swiss saved another set 
point, then converted his third 
match point. 

In the mixed doubles final, 
Leander Paes and Cara Black 
beat Ekaterina Makarova and 
Jaroslav Levinsky 7-5, 6-3 for 
the Australian title. 

The top seeds fared well at 
the Australian Open, with 
Serena Williams defending 
her singles title over Justine 
Henin and combining with her 
sister Venus Williams to win 
doubles — the sisters were 
seeded No. 2. 

Another set of American 
siblings won the men’s 
doubles, with twins Bob and 
Mike Bryan beating Daniel 
Nestor and Nenad Zimonjic.

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Beat LAP Not this time for Celtics

BOSTON - Kobe Bryant 
sank a go-ahead fallaway 
jumper with 7.3 seconds 
left to give the Los Angeles 
Lakers a 90-89 victory over 
Boston on Sunday and send 
the struggling Celtics to their 
sixth loss in eight games. 

The Celtics, who led by 11 
points in the fourth quarter, 
nursed a one-point lead until 
Paul Pierce was called for an 
offensive foul for pushing off 
as he jumped to shoot with 
28 seconds left. 

Bryant, who shot just 8 for 
20 in the game, dribbled 
down the shot clock before 
stepping back from defender 
Ray Allen and making a 
basket to give Los Angeles 
the lead. 

Bryant finished with 19, 
and Andrew Bynum had 19 
points and 11 rebounds. 

Raj on Rondo had 21 points 
and 12 assists for the 


Celtics. 

The Celtics led 81-70 before 
the Lakers made the next four 
baskets. Rasheed Wallace hit 
a 3-pointer — his only basket 
of the game — to stop the 
run, and it was still a three- 
point game with less than two 
minutes left when Bryant hit 
a pair of free throws to make 
it 87-86. 

It was 89-88 when Pierce 
was called for pushing off. 
Bryant, who complained of a 
sore ankle after Friday night’s 
win in Philadelphia, gave the 
Lakers the lead, then Allen’s 
3-point attempt at the final 
buzzer bounced harmlessly 
off the rim. 

Pau Gasol had 11 points and 
11 rebounds for the Lakers, 
who won their fourth straight 
game and beat Boston for 
the third consecutive time 
since losing Game 6 of the 
2008 NBA finals to watch 
the Celtics clinch their 17th 
championship. 


Pierce scored 15, Kevin 
Garnett had 10 with nine 
rebounds and Kendrick 
Perkins finished with eight 
points and 10 boards for the 
Celtics, who were coming off 
losses to Orlando and Atlanta 

— two of the top four teams 
in the Eastern Conference 

— that left them at 6-10 
since beating the Magic on 
Christmas Day. 

Garnett missed 10 of those 
games with a hyperextended 
right knee, and Boston was 4- 
6 without him. But Garnett’s 
return hasn’t solved all the 
Celtics’ problems. 

The Celtics fell behind 22- 
10 in the first quarter, when 
Bynum scored 12 points, 
and trailed 40-34 midway 
through the second before 
scoring the next 15 points. 
Rondo had nine points and 
eight assists in the quarter 
and was in double digits in 
both by halftime.

leading before he made an ill- 

advised stop into the garage 

late, believing something 

was wrong with the No. 

01 BMW Riley. The crew 

didn’t find anything, and 

the difference was too much 

for teammate Scott Pruett to 
make up m the final two hours. 

The group that has dominated the race recently 

could only watch as it lost to a team with few 

sponsors that, weeks ago, didn’t exist. 

“What can I say? I’m out of words,” Barbosa said. 

“The teammates, the crew, they did a great job. 

Action Express rocks and it’s going to keep going 

through the year.” 

The group was formed in the offseason after 
Brumos Racing cut back to a one-car team. That 
prompted longtime Brumos affiliate Bob Johnson 
to assemble Action Express Racing, bringing some 
crew and drivers over. 

“This is amazing,” Johnson said minutes before 
the finish. “I can’t even begin to describe it.” 

The move paid off quicker than anyone expected. 
Barbosa, Ryan Dalziel, Terry Borcheller and Mike 
Rockenfeller deftly guided the No. 9 Porsche Riley 
through a rain-soaked start Saturday that caused 
cautions and spin outs for much of the field. They 
avoided accidents and poor pit stops that pushed 
so many others behind, and they didn’t succumb 
to the pressure in the final hours. 


“I think as a new team to come here, I think it’s a 
huge accomplishment to our crew,” Dalziel said. 
“A lot of these guys only came together at the start 
of January.” 

Ganassi had three straight wins in the prestigious 
endurance race until finishing second the last two 
years. The biggest blow it took in this one was 
self-inflicted. 

Wilson pulled the car into the garage with about 
three hours remaining after he said he heard a 
popping noise. Crew members scurried to find a 
problem, losing the lead and falling behind by a 
lap. 

“I heard a loud clank and the car kind of whacked,” 
Wilson said. “I thought I’d blown a front tire or 
something like that, and being so close to the 
garage, I figured I’d pull it in.” 

That was the second disappointment of the race for 
the favored Ganassi team. 

Ganassi’s No. 02 car retired in the early morning 
hours because of engine failure. Drivers Juan Pablo 
Montoya, Dario Franchitti, Scott Dixon and Jamie 
McMurray had led a combined 139 of the opening 


247 laps. 

Then suddenly, stunningly, they were out. 

“I did well at times and I struggled at times,” said 
McMurray, who lost some ground before Montoya 
took the wheel back and the engine failed. “I didn’t 
want to be the guy who runs the car off and messes 
it up for everybody else.” 

Holding off Ganassi’s made the victory even 
sweeter for Action Express Racing. 

To beat the best so fast in a race that’s so long, there 
was no room for mistakes. From weaving through 
the 3.56-mile road course that encompasses about 
three-fourths of Daytona International Speedway’s 
NASCAR track, to fast pit stops and accelerating 
on the straightaways, Action Express did it better 
for longer than anybody. 

Playing spoilers was fun, too. 

As Dalziel deadpanned moments after passing off 
the driver’s seat for the final time, “Nobody wants 
to see Ganassi win again. Somebody different 
needs to win.”

from the influence of the local 
mindset. 

The best example of this 
and the controversy among 
musician it generates is 
Calypso, of which the history 
and evolution was presented 
by Junaykah Angela, Yorenne 
Arends, Charlene Bontekoe, 
Chantelle Fortin, Genevieve 
Garcia, Nicole Godett, David 
Leer and Tyson Lopez. 

An organized, united 
Carnival has existed in Aruba 
since 1957, but a Calypso 
contest and “king” (this year, 
a queen) has been a part of 
the festivities since 1964. 
According to academics 
who have studied Calypso, 
it “dates from the time when 
slaves were preparing for 
liberations. They made up 
songs about local and political 
events, and figures to do with 
the emancipation movement 
and their oppressors.” (R. 
Greenwood, 1981.

This sort of topical 
commentaryisbestappreciated 
within the environment it 
describes. However, there 
exists another kind of calypso 
with more universal subject 
matter, reflecting humor, 
fantasy and sexual escapades. 
Many of these songs have even 
popular on U.S. music charts 
and around the world. The 
Calypso that is judged during 
Aruba’s contests originated 
in Trinidad, where the lyrics 
used developed from Spanish, 
Yoruba, Ashanti and Creole, 
but in Aruba, Calypso has 
evolved to include Papiamento 
and Dutch colloquialisms, 
reflecting the island’s native 
language andmulticulturalism. 
Though there is controversy 
regarding the purity of Aruba’s 
present day Calypso, music 
academician Victoria Razak 
argues it “is a mouthpiece for 
socio-political commentary, 
reflecting the salient concerns 
of the different groups and 
geographic regions of the 
island...music cannot be 
prevented from innovation 
and development over 
the long term.” Gregory 
Richardson, who lectured 
during the research program, 
also pointed out that local 
musician use these languages 
as a form of inclusion for 
their audience. “The crowd 
then becomes stockholder of 
the cultural product.” Once 
Carnival is over, the popular 
calypso songs and contest 
winners are rarely heard on 
the radio. 

Tumba, as observed 
by the group consisting of 
Marjoli Ruiz, Indira Brake, 
Aldrich Kelly, Marlyn Croes, 
Stephanie Croes, Anastasia 
Angela and Karl Michael de 
Cuba, would appear to be a 
disappearing art form within 
another generation. This 
resourceful group surveyed 
their peers on Facebook and 
found from 177 responses 
the majority had no idea what 
Tumba was. 

Tumba traveled to the 
Caribbean from Africa with 
the slaves, as did most of these 
musical forms. According 
to the study group, it is a 
joyous call to the community 


to come and celebrate. They 
dated Tumba as promulgating 
in the Caribbean in the mid- 
IB* century. The suppression 
by the elite classes in Haiti 
influenced the popular and 
earthier Rumba of Cuba 
near the turn of the century, 
and by 1803, following the 
Haitian revolution; a more 
refined “Tumba Frances” 
had evolved. This eventually 
traveled to Aruba through 
Curacao with the founding 
of the refinery and the influx 
of workers. Though there 
is a Tumba contest during 
Carnival, according to Vanya 
Oduber, “Tumba is a Latin 
musical genre typical for 
Aruba, Bonaire and Curacao.” 
It should not be confused with 
Tambu, from which it differs 
completely; Tambu is a ritual. 
Notable is the observance 
that Tumba, unlike Calypso 
and Road March music, 
has not greatly evolved on 
Aruba since its introduction 
to Carnival in 1970, and it 
existed as a popular musical 
from long before. 

The final group discussed 


what are, perhaps, the most 
beloved songs of the three 
genres, Road March songs. 
Each year, an official winner 
is selected that is performed 
during the final parades, but 
radio DJ’s usually select 
another song they favor, 
which earns the title of 
“Road Jam,” often performed 
during parades as well. The 
group consisting of Consuela 
Cameron, Emely Geerman, 
Emmeline Webb, Esmeralda 
Kelly, Jaclyn Agunbero, 
Janella Chong, Jenny Donata, 
Nemesis Trapenberg, and 
Shayna Figaroa examined the 
works of Lord Boxeo, Mighty 
Talent and Master Gustso, 
Road March Kings and 
composers of the past years, 
and found a distinct evolution 
in the art from since 1971. 

Lord Boxeo works were 
lengthy; slow and meandering, 
they usually involved story 
telling, most often dealing 
with the African Diaspora. 
1984 saw the emergence of 
Claudius Phillips, known as 
Mighty Talent, which brought 
about a revolution in Road 


March; something for which 
he was harshly criticized at 
first, but became immensely 
popular. By this point, judges 
were imposing a four minute 
time limit, the rhythms were 
much faster, and the lyrics 
noticeably happier. In 2000, 
Master Gusto introduced 
the concept of commands, 
which often dominate the 
Road March at present, and 


demonstrate a very strong Soca 
beat. “Do the Wiper,” “Jump 
with your Towel” and other 
commands allow the audience 
to participate in the song. 
During parties and festive 
events throughout the year, it 
is not unusual to hear Road 
March songs being played, 
which definitely contribute to 
an upbeat ambiance.
